Trio in C Major, Hob. XV:27 
FRANZ JOSEPH HAYDN 
Born in Rohrau, Austria, 1734 
Died in Vienna, 1809 





1790 was a time of dramatic change for 
Joseph Haydn. In that year, his patron and 
employer for almost three decades, Prince 
Nicholas Esterhazy, and also his wife, 
Princess Elizabeth, died. The new prince had 
little interest in music, and he disbanded the 
Esterhazy estate’s orchestra — the orchestra 
for which Haydn had composed most of his 
symphonies. Haydn himself was retired with 
a small pension. 

These events are sometimes portrayed 
as a crisis in Haydn’s life, but that is not 
entirely true. In fact, by 1790 Haydn was 
bored with Esterhaz, and was well aware that 
he could do better elsewhere. Much in 
demand throughout Europe, in the late 1780s 
he wrote more music for foreign 
commissions than he did for his patron at 
home. And so, with the passing of Nicholas, 
Haydn was at last free to leave Esterh4z and 
pursue his fortunes as he saw fit. 

He moved to Vienna, and soon began to 
receive offers of employment. But the offer 
that interested him the most came from the 
London-based violinist Johannn Peter 
Salomon. Hearing of Haydn’s availability, the 
savvy businessman quickly made his way to 
Vienna, and announced himself to the great 
man with the words,” My name is Salomon; I 
have come from London to fetch you.” 
Haydn accepted his offer. 

In London, the Austrian composer was 
already famous, thanks to numerous 
publications of his music. Haydn visited 
London twice in the 1790s and, in addition to 
presenting highly profitable concerts, 
composed new works for London’s 
burgeoning music-publishing industry. Many 
of these compositions were intended for sale 
to amateur and semi-professional musicians 
—and this Trio in C Major, Hob. XV:27 is one 
such work. 


Programme Notes 






This piano trio is one of a set of three 
that were completed in 1795 or 1796 — either 
just before Haydn left England or soon after 
his return to Austria. (In either case, they 
were intended for publication in London.) 
These trios are dedicated to Theresa 
Bartolozzi, an amateur pianist known to 
Haydn. Judging by the difficulty of the piano 
parts, she must have been quite talented. 

The first movement is in sonata form, 
written with short phrases. It is a sunny, 
spirited work — with perhaps a few touches of 
sentimentality, but innocent of any Sturm und 
Drang. The second movement is in song 
form (ABA), and makes effective use of 
imitative entries and a sudden, dramatic 
change to minor tonality. And the last 
movement is a rondo — a brilliant “moto 
perpetuo” (especially the right hand of the 
piano) that maintains a light-hearted quality 
even during minor-key episodes. 

For many years Haydn piano trios were 
somewhat neglected, owing to the relative 
simplicity of their string parts and the fact 
that the cello often doubles the bass-line of 
the piano. But this attitude seems to be 
changing; increasingly, professional 
musicians are happy to include them in 
concert programmes.
